Bob Field who reported on the update of the Tallman 
Street reconstruction project. Mr. Field showed on the 
plans the placing of a sidewalk, extension of the curbing 
from the school and handicap access. Mr. Battestelli and 
other Tallman Street residents were present and asked 
several questions about safety, low spots, driveways, traf- 
fic patterns and speeding. It is the plan to have Tallman 
Street limited to one-way traffic during drop off and pick 
up times during the school day with access for buses only. 
Staff and parents would use Shaw Street for access. All 
non-school hours would have traffic both ways. 

Selectman Andrews ascertained that the water 
main would be installed by the town's Water and Sewer 
Department prior to reconstruction of the street. The proj- 
ect should be underway within three months. After much 
discussion about sign wordage and placement. Selectman 
Andrews said that the plan was to have flashing school 
zone lights. However, since the school is not on a state 
highway, the town would have to pay for them with the 
approval of Town Meeting voters. The board then voted 
to accept the petition for reconstruction of Tallman Street 
at a cost estimate of $227,634. 

At 6:55 pm, the board met with members of 
the Wind Power Study Committee at which time Alice 
McGrath presented a detailed study generated by the 
committee describing the best sites for placing the so- 
called "met poles" for gathering data and eventually the 
probable placement of wind turbines. The three locations 
being considered are Brandt Island Road on town land.

ing with Wareham to figure out the potential impact on 
Marion." 

Mr. Winters said they are concerned about the 
possible backups created which may adversely affect traf- 
fic flow through Marion. With increased traffic, potential 
jams on Route 28 and Route 195 might force people into 
using the Route 6 corridor through Marion. 

"There is some talk of having transponders 
placed at the lights (in Wareham) ... and we'd like them to 
consider doing that for Marion as well," Mr. Winters said. 
"I've spoken with the Police Chief and Fire Chief and they 
are interested in (the results) as well." 

Mr. Winters also mentioned the potential impact 
on Marion retail establishments with the opening of the 
large-scale mall project. 

"The Marion Planning Board is concerned about 
West Wareham eventually looking like East Wareham," 
Mr. Winters said. "Obviously, Wareham will get the tax 
benefits from the mall, whereas Marion is not going to see 
any tax benefit ... although we will see some of the detri- 
mental effects." 

Chairman Henry questioned why the traffic study 
couldn't also include the roads from Marion and nearby 
Rochester that lead into Wareham — among them: Fear- 
ing Hill Road, Mary's Pond Road, and those portions of 
Route 105, Route 6 and Route 28 in said towns. 

Mr. Winters suggested appointing a joint task 
force to look into the overall impact this project would 
have on Marion.

communication from Eugene DeLorenzo suggesting the 
formation of a Capital Planning Committee," Chairman 
Henry said. 

According to FinCom member Priscilla Ditchfield, 
the FinCom has been doing an ongoing analysis of the 
town's committed and long-term debt for capital projects. 
Going into Fiscal Year 2007, the town's total debt service 
is comprised of $827,000 in school construction costs (32.3 
percent); $1.3 million in water /sewer projects (52.2 per- 
cent); and $397,000 (15.5 percent) in other miscellaneous 
purchased for the Fire Department and Marine Resource 
Commission (MRC). 

"We're going to be asking departmental heads to 
meet with us much earlier in this (budget) process," said 
FinCom Chairman Dr. Richard A. Kemp. "This year we're 
hoping for a much more detailed budget ... it's going to be 
a critical matter." 

"We're still in the same bind that we were in at 
Town Meeting," Dr Kemp added. "The school budget 
for ORR is going to be a tough nut for Mattapoisett and 
Marion ... that was $169,000 we didn't plan on." 

In lieu of appointing a full-fledged Capital Plan- 
ning Committee — which would require a vote of Town 
Meeting, according to Dr Kemp — he suggested that the 
FinCom add two associate members to their ranks who 
could then be responsible for forming a "capital projects" 
subcommittee of the FinCom.

member A. Lee Hayes said. "When we started all this, we 
were spending about 70 percent of the operating budget 
on capital expenses. I think that's why we're proposing a 
new approach here." 

"I would move that we accept the recommenda- 
tion of the FinCom to appoint two associate members to 
work on the capital projects subcommittee," Selectman 
Jeffrey said. With that, the board imanimously voted to 
support this recommendation.

Recently, a number of harbor seal pups, as well 
as adult seals, have been resting on Cape Cod beaches. 
Since June 17, the Cape Cod Stranding Network, Inc. 
(CCSN) has received over 65 reports. Although some have 
required intervention, most of the reports have been pups 
in need of only rest. The biggest issue facing these animals 
has been well-meaning beachgoers inadvertently harass- 
ing them.

part of their lives in the water and part on land. It is nor- 
mal for them to rest on the beach, and it is okay for them 
to be dry. 

• It is okay for seals to be alone. The seal pups 

that have been seen on beaches are weaned and are not 
maternally dependent. Pups are bom mid- April through 
mid-June, they nurse from four to six weeks, and then 
they are on their own. 

• Keep a safe distance. Perhaps most importantly, 
keep all people and pets away from the seals. This is for 
the sake of the animal's health (interactions will stress 
them, potentially causing healthy animals to become sick, 
and sick animals to worsen), and for human safety (seals 
may bite). 

If you witness a seal on the beach, please leave 
them alone and call your local Animal Control Department 
or the Cape Cod Stranding Network hotline (508-743- 
9548). For non-emergency, routine matters, you can also 
call 508-743-9805.

Your Questions on Dental Implants 

^ I only recently began to hear of dental implants. 
Is this a new technique? Is it reliable and is the 
outcome predicable? Can it be used to replace a 
single tooth? 

A Placing material into the bones of the jaws to replace missing teeth dates way back in history. 
Anthropological evidence shows attempts at replacing lost teeth in ancient Egyptian and Peruvian 
history. For example, ancient man replaced some missing teeth with carved jade or ivory, making 
"tooth implantation" possibly the oldest form of complex oral surgery. It was not until the use of^ 
modern metal implants that the procedure became more reliable and predictable. For the past few 
decades, dentistry has been using primarily titanium for dental implants. Titanium is used because 
it is very compatible with living human bone and soft tissue, and it is exceptionally strong. In fact, 
titanium is the metal used most in hip and knee replacement procedures. 

One dental implant, with a crown, can replace a single missing tooth. This eliminates the need 
to prepare adjacent natural healthy teeth normally required for a fixed (non-removable) bridge. 
This can also help prevent the premature loss of remaining teeth which often results from the use 
of a removable partial denture. Therefore, dental implants can provide a single tooth solution for a 
single tooth problem.

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Hero Worship

Some of the best superhero movies aren't based 
on existing comic books. Movies like Sam Raimi's 
Darkman and last year's The Incredibles had no four- 
color mythology to be faithful to and no comics fans to 
appease, so they used their imaginations freely. At the 
other extreme, of course, you have uninspired misfires 
like Hero at Large and The Return of Captain Invincible. Disney's Sky 
High falls somewhere in the middle. Afun enough mishmash of Spy Kids, 
X-Men, and your typical John Hughes flick, the movie stays aloft when 
it considers the pleasures and pains of being a superpowered teenager, 
but hits some turbulence when the script's focus turns to whether our 
young hero will ask the perfect senior girl to the Homecoming Dance 
or his best-buddy gal pal, who adores him. 

I suppose that might have been an interesting, though far less flam- 
boyant, movie — a teen comedy that keeps the superpowers in the deep 
background. But Sky High tries for both thrills and teen-movie character 
beats, and it turns out there's a reason that we only catch a glimpse of 
the nonheroic goings-on in the Xavier School for Gifted Youngsters 
in the X-Men films. The scenario is better suited to an ongoing series, 
like Buffy the Vampire Slayer, which deftly balanced its teen angst and 
world-saving. Indeed, Sky High feels like a long pilot episode for a TV 
show or cartoon, though it would have plenty of competition in that 
field, from Teen Titans and the Uke. 

The movie does have an amusing cast. Kurt Russell, who returned 
to his Disney roots with 2004 's Miracle and seems to enjoy being back 
home again, turns up in what amounts to a supporting role as The Com- 
mander, a famous superhero who, under his regular-guy ahas Steve 
Stronghold, sells real estate with wife Josie (Kelly Preston), who can 
also fly. The union of two superheroes has produced fourteen-year-old 
Will (Michael Angarano), who is sent to Dad's ahna mater Sky High, a 
school exclusively for budding heroes. Will's problem is that his pow- 
ers haven't manifested yet, and he's not sure they ever wUl. The school 
divides the kids into Heroes and Sidekicks (they prefer to be called Hero 
Support) based on their powers, and WUl gets stuck with the Sidekicks, 
who befriend him. 



The wittiest casting is in the teacher's lounge: Bruce Campbell is 
the contemptuous Coach Boomer, whose job it is to consign "losers" to 
the Sidekicks table; erstwhile Wonder Woman Lynda Carter is the school 
principal, and two Kids in the Hall — Dave Foley and Kevin McDon- 
ald — are also on the faculty. None of them gets to do much, though; 
they've been cast to please fans. Most of our time is spent with Will, 
who's torn between the unassuming, mildly rebellious Layla (Danielle 
Panabaker), who can create plant life, and class president Gwen (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead, looking like Lucy Lawless' kid sister), who can 
control technology, which might explain why Spandau Ballet's "True" 
kicks in on the soundtrack whenever Will ogles her. (Actually, it's a 
cover version of the song — the soundtrack is full of new versions of 
'80s pop tunes, a sacrilege to fans of '80s music that seems to have no 
connection with the movie itself. At least when 50 First Dates did it, 
the covers were all reggae-flavored and appropriate to the movie's set- 
ting.) 

Sky High's big lesson is that you should be true to yourself and not 
look down on your less fabulous classmates, a speech fliat teen movies 
apparently never tire of delivering, though the teenagers most likely 
to benefit from the message wouldn't be caught dead at a Disney flick 
about superheroes. The movie is colorful and amusing when it sticks 
to the superpowered kids and their ways of dealing with them, less so 
when we actually get the cobwebbed scene of poor Layla stood up at a 
Chinese restaurant while Will hangs out with perfect Gwen. The class- 
room scenes are fresh, particularly the "Save the Citizen" competition 
and Dave Foley's bits as a former Sidekick who teaches the nuances of 
properHero Support. If this had been done as amockumentary following 
the faculty as they attempt to get through to their obUvious, hormonal 
students — difficult enough without throwing superpowers into the mix 
— it would've been a useful, satiric antidote to the comic-book movies 
we've aheady gotten this summer. Instead, it's just kind of a mildly 
entertaining footnote.
